IT’S NO ‘GRAND THEFT 
AUTO,’ BUT CHICAGO DOES 
DEAL WITH BOOSTED RIDES

It takes more than a push of a controller button to steal a car in Chicago, but that doesn’t stop auto theft in the city 
Not the case in Rockstar Games’ “GrandTheft Auto V.” With 15 million copies of the game sold worldwide in the first 
three days of its September release, gamers have been busy lifting cars in the fictional city of Los Santos for weeks. 


Almost 29 million copies of the game 
have sold in the first six weeks, kotaku. 
com reported Tuesday making car theft 
a big business since the game’s online and 
social features launched Oct. i. 

Meanwhile, Chicago is racking up 
its own numbers when it comes to auto 
theft. The city accounted for 63 per- 
cent of Illinois vehicle thefts in 2010, 
according to the Illinois Motor Vehicle 
Theft Prevention Council. So far in 2013, 
about 22 cars have been stolen each day, 
amounting to 8,089 automobile thefts 
through Oct. 8, according to city crime 
data. 

About 487 stolen cars have been re- 
covered this year, with 362 arrests made 
connection with the cases. Com- 
pared with the same period in 2012, the 
number of thefts is down about 21.5 per- 
cent. 

Reasons for auto theft are plenty the 


theft prevention council says, but four 
basic motives exist: joyriding, personal 
use, transportation to or from a crime 
scene, or for profit from selling the cars. 

From 2008 to 2012, more than 70,000 
vehicles were reported stolen in Chicago, 
with 2011 recording the most at 15,636. 
The thefts span throughout the city, with 
42 of the city’s 50 wards recording more 
than 100 stolen cars in 2013. Going back 
to 2008, Chicago’s 6th Ward, which in- 
cludes Englewood, Park Manor, Greater 
Grand Crossing, Chatham, Chesterfield, 
West Chesterfield and Roseland Heights, 
has consistently been a hot spot for theft, 
ranking in the Top 3 most affected areas

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Woof! Dog program 
isn’t working out

City Hall’s effort to get more Chicago 
residents to register their dogs is largely a bust, 
City Clerk Susana Mendoza acknowledged 
Tuesday 

During a two-year push, the city added 
11,500 dog tags to bring the rolls up to almost 
41,000 as of June 30, records indicate. The 
Anti-Cruelty Society, however, estimates 
there are nearly 653,000 dogs in Chicago. 

Mendoza told aldermen that the dog 
licensing effort won’t succeed until the 
likelihood of getting a ticket of $30 to $200 
for failing to get a dog tag increases. 

“I really firmly believe that without a 
strong enforcement piece attached to any 
kind of licensing, you really just don’t even do 
the licensing, because if people know there’s 


no repercussions for not getting the permit, 
then they’re not really inclined to get the 
permit,” Mendoza said. 

Mendoza promoted the effort to step up 
dog tag purchases during her first budget 
hearing two years ago. Although Mendoza’s 
office issues the tags, the clerk said 
enforcement falls mostly to the Department 
of Animal Care and Control. 

A city spokeswoman said Animal Care and 
Control has stepped up dog tag enforcement, 
resulting in 559 citations so far this year, a 
57 percent increase from the same period in 
2011. 

Higher priorities include animal abuse, 
cruelty and bites, she said. 

Tags start at $5 per year and rise to $50 for 
dogs that are not spayed or neutered.

A moment of frozen-tongued terror from the 
holiday classic ‘A Christmas Stor/’ has been 
frozen in bronze. 

Northwest Indiana tourism officials on 
Tuesday unveiled a statue of the “triple-dog 
dare” scene from the popular holiday film at a 
welcome center south of Interstate 80-94 j^st 
over the state line, commemorating the 30th 
anniversary of a film based on the short sto- 
ries of Hammond native Jean Shepherd. 

Actor Scott Schwartz posed next to his 
bronze likeness as Flick, a sculpture produced 
by the same studio that made the statue of 
Michael Jordan outside the United Center. 

Schwartz had just 16 lines in the film, none 
as memorable as “Tthuck! Tthuck!” as reluc- 
tant daredevil Flick finds that, in fact, your 
tongue will stick if you lick a frozen flagpole. 

“This is just so cool,” Schwartz said. 

Hammond was hometown to author and 


radio host Jean Shepherd, whose fictional- 
ized accounts of growing up in pre-World War 
II “Homan, Ind.,” formed the basis for the 
movie. Shepard’s baritone narrated the movie 
as the adult version of protagonist Ralphie 
Parker. 

The real Flick, Shepherd’s childhood 
neighbor Jack Flickinger, maintained that 
the flagpole dare never happened, said his 
daughter, Jean Howell. Flickinger for decades 
ran Flick’s Tap, about two miles north of the 
welcome center on Kennedy Avenue, until 
the 1980s. 

“My dad always said no {he never stuck his 
tongue to the pole},” Howell said, adding that 
her father never appreciated the fame Shep- 
herd’s work thrust on him. “He wouldn’t allow 
the book in the house.” 

The South Shore Convention & Visitors 
Authority is hoping to tap into a wave of nos- 
talgia for the film, which opened to lukewarm 


ticket sales in 1983 only to become a sleeper 
hit on TV and a holiday franchise. 

Visitors Authority officials expect the 
statue, which is attached to an aluminum flag 
pole, will become a stop for travelers on I-80- 
94, though they intend to post warnings lest 


fans attempt to mimic Flick’s pose in cold 
weather— and really if triple-dog dared, who 
could resist? 

“There will be signs,” spokeswoman Nicki 
Mackowski-Gladstone said. “If people choose 
to do so, it will be lick at your own risk.”

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Can this new Korean barbecue 
live up to its legendary address?

I rarely watch a movie or dine at a restaurant twice. There are \ ^ ® ® ® ® . 

^ . t . . \ Give It some time 

too many new movies to see and so many new restaurants waiting 

to be discovered. But there are exceptions to every rule. I lost 

exact count a while ago, but I know I’ve seen “The Karate Kid” (the 

original) more than 30 times and I’ve dined at Hae Woon Dae, a stellar 

Korean barbecue joint in West Rogers Park, at least 10 times; it was one of my favorite 

spots until it closed in February There was little time to mourn, though. Pete Cho, who, 

with his mom, Stella, owns the nearby Korean bar Yeowoosai— and once DJed at Lol- 

lapalooza— picked up the space and recently opened Gogi as a tribute to his late father. 

Tiger, who passed away in June. “My dad always wanted to open a Korean barbecue spot 

or a combination bar/karaoke joint,” Cho said. “When Hae Woon Dae closed, they asked 

him if he wanted the spot and my dad asked me if I wanted to be involved.” I stopped in 

to see if Cho’s new Korean barbecue spot could fiU the void in my stomach and my heart. 



• The scene 

The worn orange laminate tables and 
chipped bamboo accents of the old 
Hae Woon Dae dining room have been 
transformed. In their place, Cho’s uncle 
installed sleek black tables, leather booths 
and white pendant lights. The dingy pri- 
vate grilling rooms have been punched up 
with bright crimson paint. Gogi channels 
a chill cocktail lounge and bucks the trend 
that traditional Korean barbecue only hap- 
pens in neglected utilitarian spaces. 

#The meat 

The marinade on the bulgogi, a thin cut 
of sirloin ($18), was a tasty mix of soy, 
garlic, chili and sugar; while the flavor 
was punchy, the grilling process at Gogi 
was flawed. Hae Woon Dae used to have 
blazing hot pre-fired buckets of charcoal 
brought tableside by big, burly dudes who 



used a couple of thin 
pieces of cardboard 
to protect their 
fingers from the 
searing heat of 
the buckets as 
they carried 
them. The 
bulgogi at 
Gogi was 
placed in a 
lukewarm 
cast-iron skillet 
shaped like a 
pig-cow (the body 
looks like pig, but 
the face looks like a 
cow) heated by a weak 
gas flame that went out 
twice while my bulgogi steamed in 
a grayish mass on the cooktop. The same 
skillet was used to fire up the samgyeopsal 
(pork belly, $18), which did caramelize on 


the skillet, but was rela- 
tively flavorless. “The old 
charcoal starter wasn’t 
working, but we 
recently fixed it and 
now we’re using 
charcoal on the 
kalbi {barbecued 
beef short ribs},” 
Cho said. “We still 
use the skillets for 
bulgogi and other 
meats because 
some people like the 
fatty bits and if it gets 
too hot, the fat melts 
away” 

_ The sides 

If you’ve always wanted to know what it’s like 
to be a celebrity who is recognized mid-meal 
and then peppered with a ton of dishes “com- 


pliments of the kitchen,” then Korean bar- 
becue joints, which send out a battalion of 
free vegetable sides and salty snacks (called 
banchan) no matter who you are, are prob- 
ably the closest you can get. The banchan at 
Gogi is as good as any in town. Of the 16 or 
so plates, I especially liked the smoky perilla 
leaves (Cho said these are tough to get and 
people love them, so they aren’t always on 
offer), the fizzy-spicy kimchi and a salty pun- 
gent bowl of crispy anchovies. With all the 
sides and the grilled meat, it’s usually tough 
to order much more, but haemul pajeon 
(a crispy omelet-like pancake stuffed with 
shrimp, scallion and faux crab meat) is one 
of my favorite things, so I fought through 
the stomach pain and ordered one. I’m glad I 
did, because the version at Gogi ($12) is crisp 
and light, one of the best I’ve had in town. 

# The drinks 

Gogi has a healthy Korean beer list that 
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includes regional favorites OB and Hite ($5), 
but my favorite thing to drink with Korean 
barbecue is Hitachino Nest white ale from 
Japan’s Kiuchi Brewery ($7), which is spicy 
with a touch of coriander and citrus. Gogi 
also serves sake and wine, but the most 
oddball feature might be water served not in 
the usual carafes, but in plastic sports bottles 
that feature the cheerful face of Psy— yes, 
the “Gangnam Style” guy 

• The service 

Service at a lot of traditional Korean barbe- 
cue restaurants can be an exercise in neglect. 
‘At most spots, the servers always dropped 
off the meat and walked away We want to be 
more welcoming to newcomers,” Cho said. 
“You can cook the meat if you want to, but 
a lot of people don’t know what to do, so we 
want to make it easier for them.” With that 
mindset, Gogi has the right idea, but service 
was inconsistent during my dinner. I like that 


servers grill meats for you instead of letting 
you fend for yourself (I’ve almost smoked out 
a few Korean barbecue joints with my own 
tableside grilling techniques), but my server 
crowded the meat and didn’t wait for the grill 
to get hot enough. After the meat was grilled, 
she disappeared and it was tough to hail her 
for extra napkins or the bill. 

• Bottom line 

Gogi is one of the sleekest Korean barbecue 
joints in the city Its vegetable side dishes and 
the marinade on its bulgogi are first-class, but 
the meats, which are the centerpoint of any 
Korean barbecue spot, aren’t yet on par with 
the smoky well-browned treats I loved at 
Hae WoonDae.
